a racemic mixture thereof, an enantiomer corresponding thereto or a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof .

Claims 14-20 (Cancelled) 

21. (Currently Amended) A method of preventing and/or treating a sleep disorder, comprising 
administering an effective amount of the compound of claim 10 , a racemic mixture thereof an 
enantiomer corresponding thereto or a pharmaceuticallv acceptable salt thereof to a patient. 

22. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 21, wherein the sleep disorder is a circadian 
rhythm sleep disorder. 

23. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, wherein the circadian rhythm sleep 
disorder is jet-lag syndrome. 

24. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, wherein the circadian rhythm sleep 
disorder is shift-work sleep disorder. 

25. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, wherein the circadian rhythm sleep 
disorder is a delayed sleep phase syndrome. 

26. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 21, used for preventing and/or treating 
symptoms involved in a geriatric circadian rhythm sleep disorder.

28. (New) A pharmaceutical composition comprising an effective amount of the compound of 
claim 10, a racemic mixture thereof, an enantiomer corresponding thereto or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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
